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INTRODUCTION 

On the 113 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as are the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits submitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
corranitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 


Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin fi Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin S Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com¬ 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-World War markets by 
changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home pfficvfron Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence pver both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. The 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal o€- Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firni, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and 18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment 
of the following 24 persons:

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Max Brueggemann: Member and Secretary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal connittee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Nehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant Colonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant. 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Sparte III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts- 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AMT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkommando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 

• Legal and Patent Committees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautenschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hoechst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 





Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmitz: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the Schutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
(NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafen and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag¬ 
gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Connand by participation in the preparation of 
the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines. 1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 
Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the t 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


1 The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 
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of nillions of nen, wonen, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons without their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgner, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while 15 were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider, Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajewski, Gattincau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuchne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with time already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pTeaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more commissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
.English-language transcript, while that for May 7, 1948, is on 
pages 1477Sa-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows:

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number, a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, __ 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
•excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant's surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there are 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IMT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 

NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case. 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M89S. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major War Criminals Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in IS volumes as 
Trials of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lau No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

The devaluations carried through in numerous countries .as n 
consc^cr.co of tho world occno^r crisis, were - as Korsten mentioned 
-t tho beginning - in nany eases "ccoonrniod by legal neasuro3 . 
which provide th-t tho gold druses in existing contracts should 
be cancelled. Those measures lod to numerous law suits in cany 
countries; in these the plaintiffs tried to have the invalidity, 
or in* ppiic ability of those prevision; ascertained, in particular 
where loans of the international nonoy market wore concerned. 
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In connection with these law suits foreign assets, in particular 
patents of Garssn cc=oanles, were confiscated in several cases. 

Thus tr.c law suits concerning th- gold clauses - in which tho IG 
is interested owing to the gu-r-ntoo given to tho .Vaerican IG 
for the yz Illlion loan - were tho cause of the problon of tho 
protection of IG*s foreign assets to bo examined in its entirety. 

In the first pl-ce Karsten briefly nentionod the latest dovolop- 
cents in th: international rulings regarding the gold clauso 
question, cn which cccn-nts had previously been node on several 
occasions. 

In Switzerland - verdict in tho first instance h~d been returned 
in r. lr- suit Journaling v. A3S-3io=cns, in which the rcknowlodgc- 
cont of a cancellation of gold clauses a-s generally doniod on 
tho ground, that the iepairoent of private rights without cocpcn- 
s-tion by the State iapliod by this, would run counter to tho 
Swiss Ordre Public. In the docision of the second instance this 
view n-s restricted to the offcct, that an offence against the 
Swiss Crdrc Public could only bo as mined in as ouch as legitinato 
Swiss interests ’re affoctod by the c-nccll’tion of the gold 
clause. * 

In a docision recently ^renounced in a law suit Anglo Contlncntalc 
v. Korsk Hydro, tho Cocn.rci*l Court in Born dismissed tho ease, 
again applying this principle -r-d giving -s unuistakablo reasons, 
that the Swiss Ordre Public could not serve to protect foreign 
s“ecul-t;rs, who had by artificial

for a number of days, he vat very depressed and downhearted one 
evening. Cn being asked by ZBI5R11X what was wrong with him, he said 
that he had. signed a preposteroue statement - perhaps he used another 
word - which hedfculd rather not hare signed since it was not 100 f> 
correct, "hen he was further asked by K^SHEM, why he had done so, 
he stated that he had been strongly influenced by SCHMTZL2H, further¬ 
more his nerves were completely wrecked. Directly afterwards he had 
a kind of norrcua breakdown, was confined to his bed for a fairly 
long period and was treated by several American doctors. He did not 
aey anything about the contents of the stateaent nor was he quo.-.tionod 
about it, since at that tine we were still under the impression that 
wa were not allowed to disease tonics of interrogation aaong oach 
other.

5 waa put in offoct 
and bocano a natter of lr^ortanoe: ■... to rendor it caa )»r 
to aurvoy bualncaa operation* aa a wholo". The 7oratrnd nonbar 
reporting on a tranaaction waa oxpoctel to aubnit all tho oaacntial 
pointa of a nattor and tho othor naobora could roat aaaurod that 
tho rqport ashraeod all tho pointa conaidorcd to bo caaontial unloaa 
thoro waa actual proof to tho contrary. Thoy did not ha.vo to naJco

were raiaod against tho proposal* of tho reporting noubor and this 
fact wpa explicitly noted by tho ehaircan of tho rooting.

ccrpcr-iticn act _ 

It is Idd dow in Article 70 of the Corporation Act that tho 
Vorsta«i shall oanago tho affairs of tho eo.wpany a t its oim re¬ 
sponsibility. The Ian is thoroforc based on tho principle that tho 
Vorstand as a rtvolo shall be held responsible for the conduct of 
the businoss of the company. A Vorstand consisting of several 
lumbers is therefore, on principlo, to bo hold jointly responsible. 

This sc-callod collective management has been doscribcd as 
omstrous (Brodmann HO Art. 231 rbotnoto 2), bocauso as ho says 
it is impossible for tho iho3o Vorstend to carry out Iho any in¬ 
dividual* actions which meJee up the management of a fire. That is 
quite correct, but it is no reesen why tho 2 rin 6 ±£lc of_collcctivc 
gciy^cg^t_ahould not bo ockno;dodgod. Tho task of tho legal theorist 
as veil as"*of tho Judge In court merely consists in reducing that 
principle, in its application to practical lifo, to its true pro¬ 
portions, and in particular, Ln limiting tho responsibility of 
individual Vorstend members to the extent to which thoy can 
legitimately bo medo answerable. Logoi theorists as well as Judgos 
in court have paid duo attention to that consideration . 

Tho standard by rfcich the responsibility of tho Vorstand ncefcors 
is Judged is "tho diligence of a good and conscientious business 
manager" (Artido 24, Paragraph 1 , company law). Tho larger tho 
enterprise, the. a>rc varied its activities, tho greater is tho nood 
to divide tho duties of its Vorstrnd members according to location 
uni typo of aork. -kire a Vorstor.d neebor to toko upon hinsolf tho- 
task of assistin'* in all the businoss and administration of a firm, 
which, usuld exceed tho Halts of the ability and efficiency of 
any individual, the very fact of his taking on such responsibility 
wculd constitute an offence against that “diligonco of a good 
and conscientious businoss manager". The facts daiand that tho .rnago- 
nont of affairs bo distributed among the Vorstand members end that 
the responsibility of individuals be limitod. 

The lair imposes upon the Vorstend certain duties which cannot bo 
dolor-tod to individual members, /ong then is tho drawing up of 
the annual balance shoot .(Art. 125), tho compilation of tho 
businoss report (Art. 128), accounting (Art. 22 ) and tho compilation 
of reports to tho Anfsichtarat (Art. Cl). Even in this connection 
however a distinction should bo drear. ;rith regard to tho degreo 
of rygwor.sibility and liability of Individual Vorstand nembors. 
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Thus a higher decree of responsibility for the details of 
financial policy ri.ll devolve upon those Vorstand ochers \fao 
have been put in charge of the accounting departnont of a fim 
than upon the other neebers rfco have b-er. pit in charge of 
problem connected rith conferee or production, leave alono thoso 
"ho arc engagod in scientific research. 

.'.part fron the eases in which as uoationod above the Inn iriposcs 
certain duties upon the Vorstand as a -..hole, the -acnagcajoit of affairs 
any legitimately be distributed anon the Vorstend neubers in 
nccord-'_-.cc with legal practice, so that, in effect, every Vorstand 
scabcr is solely responsible for t..a sphere of business entrusted 
to hi;, individual jobbers being precluded from interfering vdth 
the spheres of business of other merb-rs. 3ut that does not .roan 
that Verst and neabers cannot in any way bo held responsible for 
spheres of business other than their om. They arc responsible for 
aituni supervision and, in cases where tho Vorstand itself 
distributes tho nenagcecnt of affairs, for tho choice of the right 
can. But xt.orc tho order of businoss, including tho distribution, 
aaong the Vorstand cccbors, of the nanngcaent of affairs, is 
drain up by_tho_.'.uf3ichiarat, and ifierc tho latter appoLnts in¬ 
dividual Vor stand u arbors fer the various offices, tho Aufsichfcs- 
rat, and not the Vorstand combers, viU bo hold rosponsiblo for 
the choice of the right nan. 

Thus, the division of responsibility for tho^nanegenont of 
business affairs, .roans that tho duties of individual Vorstand 
oerbers rith respect to sphoros of business other than their 
assx.fi a purely supervisory character (IXSZ Vol. 98 P. 100). A divi¬ 
sion of la b or docs not relievo tho individual Vorstand norfcor of 
this general duty, i.o. to supervise tho other Vorstand neobers 
(‘.feipert, text book on ccnpany law, ..rt.CA, footnote 2 l). &:ch 
obligatory supervision cannot however be held to include detailed 
supervision of tho activities of tho othbr Vorstand nenbors 
or intorforor.co with business ivuiagcricnt. That would in fact 
aiount to re sc ir.dingt he perfectly legitir.itc authorisation given 
to Individuals to siSST on behalf of the fim (Einzolgoschacfts- 
fuchrungabcfarTiis), which it was tho purpose of the division of 
responsibility for tho nanageoent of business affairs to bring 
about. It is however the duty of tho individual Vorstand nedbor 
tc observe unceasingly the general state of tho businoss, in order 
to ensure that tho ethers arc doing their duty as well, and to 
take suitable measures in eases of dereliction of duty (fciport 
op. cit.). Tho individual Vorstand mcibar is entitled to confino 
his activities to his oun sphere of business, and to keep strictly 
to the division of responsibility for the nanagoaent of business 
affairs, so long as ho considers his follow business managers 
to be deserving of his confidence (RGZ Vol 91 P 77). 

To what an extent and to what a degree he should interest hinsolf 
in tho general business management of the fim depends largoly 
on the sizo and type of the enterprise. 'Z-.o smaller tho enterprise, 
the greater will be tho aacunt of’ overlap-ping botwocn tho various 
spheres of business of individual Vorstand rjeebors. Tho oorc 
reason riy the individual Vorstand nember should bo expected, 
accordingly, to 
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notice dorclicticn cf duty or mistakes on tho part of other • 
reijera of the Vorstand. Tho larger on the other hand an enter¬ 
prise becomes, the mere the spheres of business of the Verst and 
ECtiers arc separated according to location and typo of -.oric, 
the less :dll individual assebers of tho Voratand bo able to keep 
an eye on the activities of tho other Vorstand rortsers, tho 
less thoroforc can they be expected to discover dereliction of 
duty or nistakes on the part of other Vorstand nenters. 

It can however be defended of the business canagenent of large 
enterpris^ith a complicated systec of division of labor that 
they mako arrongooent a to enable individual Vor stand noebors 
to fom a picturo of tho activities of tho enterprise as a whole 
and of the mxk of other Voratand uc:d>cr 3 in their respoctivo 
opheroa of business. This involves regul a r nee tings, tho formation 
of special ccmittccs, and the prevision of ccxron deliberation 
on the part of tho Vo rat end as a whole uhoro natters of special 
importance arc concerned, ait uhcro arrangements have boon 
nadc in this way to infers all members of the Voratand in general 
terns of tho business affairs of the firs, the individual Voi^ 
stand member is entitled to assume t’int the other Voratand r-.cn- 
bers . nnago their part of the business affairs properly, unloss 
he has reason, on account of Vorstend mootings or information ob¬ 
tained else iff: ore, to think othcruiso. VOrstand member is ob- 
ligod to take steps against any other Vorstand member only for 
such reason; in the absence of ouch reason he is not obligod 
to conduct invostigatior.s into tl:c activities cf business 
managers.

At their aug-oatioa a sooting between Larot - Dupont, tho 
preaidont of Dupont do Hoycour and syaolf took place which 
resulted In a full egrooBcnt with theao plan*.

Botch propoaod to the carrying out of 
t iujvi^gntnt chflngo_l& thft 0rga a l*atl2.n_o£ thft ly^ VhorCM 
foraorly tho aanagosont was carried out by aoana of tho Vorko 
Coabinoa(2otrlabagOBolnachafton) which ocant that onch of tho 
fornor partnora raintalnod ala lndopondonco thua by reason 
of tho hotorogonoua conpoaltlon of tho 7oratand tho lntorooto 
of tho individual cocjxmioa woro placed cbovo tho intoroato 
of tho whole, tho Idea now was to split uptho juA ortaking_into 
Sparton. Tho Spartan thesielvoa baaed tholr iwaauxoa on 
propoaitiona which originated froa consioalona waich dealt 

with tho varloua branchoa of aonufacturo and which oithor oslatod 
already or wore nowly appointed. Thia brought about a far- 
reaching decontrail tat ion of tho sanage&jnt and roaponaibility. 
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Thl* new structure of the organisation worked out extraordinarily 
well and as a result the IG, strengthened froc within, vao able to 
withstand tha heavy blow* d*alt by tho oconocic crisis which waa 
Juat coning to a head. In tho IG too,owing to difficultlea in 
finding a sarkot it bocaao necessary to dl_sEiss_workors. This 
web partly renodiod by introducing short-tioo work which permitted 
the workar to otay in oia Job. Tho situation bocaso noro pad noro 
difficult; thus ono day at a mooting of tho Vorstnnd tho ghutti^ 
dOKP_o£ s>a Lounc Vorfcg was discussed. Hydrogenation which at 
that tine-1930- was still boing carried out at a loss which it 
would bo difficult to bear any longer, was to be givoa up 
corajlotoly. Tho Louna nltrogon production was to bo tronsforrod 
to tho Oppau plant. Vith tho docroasod sales of nltrogon at 
hono and abroad it would havo been possible to do this without 
difficulty. The shutting down of tho Leuna worko would h-'.va 
noont tl|pl.S|.iog_2g.QPa wocic^rs. If the canngoscnt of the 10 
docidod at that tiae to refrain froa taking this stop, it wan 
ho cause above oil it wished to spare tho Bruonli« govornnjnt, 
wnich ot that tfeo had a hard struggle bccauso of tho ocononic 
crisis, the shuttle down of Louna. This would havo coant a 
considerable loss of yrostlgo for that govornaont. 

I rononber passing tf*,^ tho Ruhr district one day during 
thoso yoars.

I had always diroctod rosoarch 
plants in which I hed to depend on the reliability rnd powors of 
observation of cy workers. If sy oxporlaonts h'vo boon successful 
I ovo this core th/*n anything else to the loyal devotion of ny 
non. Thoso non were the workers whon I now saw would bocono 
dostituto ••nd I felt a deep sonso of duty as a non to do every¬ 
thing to lessen their aisory. 

Collr-bor-tion on Sottloswnt Projects. 

In thinking of wryo to do tnis I concoivod the idea of scctlononto 
I know froa ay own experience how wretched and poverty-strickon 
the workers' quarters wero in tho big cities. I discussed with 
sono workers whoa I know personally tho Idea of utilising tho 
spare tino which their restricted working periods gr.vo thoo by 
building sottleajnt houses in a coenunity working projoct. Tho 
coapp.ny would xrfcc »v*ileblo to than tho lend rnd the building 
cr.torida at cost. Tho pricos of tho houses should bo such that 
r. houso with its grrdon would bocono the sole property of tho 
worker after e period of ten years. 
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Tho grrdan should bo largo enough bo thrt by cultivating it, it 
would holp to reduce the caat «f living. ?ho workoro readily 
agreed and tho 10 too w?a ready; to put the noccaarry sous at 
thoir diapoanl. I vat told by othoro that only a few worker* 
would bo willing to enter tho ecaoso, that tho workoro would 
prefer to be free to occupy their ti^> in their own way. Koat 
workers' wive* would not wrnt to cultivate the g-rdon, visits to 
tho novioa were core nttrrctlvo. I wrs told tnat if in t'.iroo 
souths I, woo h^d first thoug.it of building a aottloixnt of 200 
housos , ( tho workers wore to build thoir cocos theaoolvco with tho 
holp of skilled workers w.io were to bo supplied by tho conrenny) 
could find as nany ns 100 workers who woro willing to do t.’.is, then 
1 could consider syaolf lucky. 

Tho pirns woro cade known to tho workers; after four wookv ovor 
20C0 r.ppl lent ions hrd boon received. Tho pirn sorvod a«- r. nodol 
and wr* later t»kon up by a nusbor of 10 plants, with tho anno 
succoaa.

Tho oxporloncoa gained with regard to hydrogenation woro, on tho 
strength of tho »grccaor.t with tho 3t-nd»rd Cll Comoany, right 
from tho beginning of advantage to the Amoricaji oil induatry, 
pnd aoon after also of benefit to British conoanios, interested 
in tho llqulflcition of coni. The Standard Cll Company in USA no 
woll as the Imperial Choaical Industries Ltd. in England woro 
energetically assisted ir. tho conatruction of thoir inatalla.tiona 
and by w-y of exchanging oxperioncca they kept oach othor informed 
about the reaulta of research »nd experiences gained. Our 
successful roaulta of catalyzation were utilited in 7 Ioo-octano 
installations in tho bethcrlands, United States and ?crsia.

I, fclter ".UlLIAOf.T, General of .rtillcry in retirement, at 
present at the ?alaco of Justice, I'uorr.bcrs, have first been 
warned that I render cysolf liable to punishnont if I give a 
false affidavit. To the best of ay knr.ilcdgo and belief 1 
affirm that the following affidavit is true and that it was 
nado in order to be subcittcd as ovidcncc tu the -ilit.-ry 
Tribunal in I.’uernborg. 

I. In the spring of 1929 I "as detailed for ono year to 
tho cr..iy of the United States with instructions to study tho 
so—celled preparations for an "industrial nobilisa.tion" of that 
rrny. I was at that tico Caotain of tho Gcnoral Staff in tho ..rrjy 

Ordnanco Offico. 

This instruction was givon ae by Herr GROSSER tho Reich 
Defense llniotcr at that time, who had previously ar.de n 
corresponding agrccaont with tho US i-ir.istry of War. In tho 
course of uy studies I was able to infom cysclf of tho 
followin' ossontial o^ints regarding the strto of the pro- 
pa.ra.ti jns for ~n industrial raubiliza.tion of the i.acrican .rxny: 

l) Tho ..ssistant Secretary of War nas in chrrgo of tho direction 
of those tasks. Attached to this offico was the .'ray Industrial 
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College in .ashington, whero officers of the array ranking from > 
Captain to Colonel were instructed on this subject in courses of 
ono year's durati-n. 

2. ) The Office of the Assistant Secrctary :t > ar had at that 
tico already issued a number of printed service regulations for 
tho industrial mobilization or fundamental directives, which ucro 
handed to me and which a.oproxiuatoly corresponded to the later 
"Plan for Armament -obillzatlon" rf tho German Viehrmacht. Thooo 
bosks dealt enong other things with the directives for tho 
distribution of tho individual enterprises to the different 
branches of the ..mcric«n army, c.^. Ordnanco Department, .'dr 
Ciros, Signal Corps, Qjcmicol ‘iarfaro Sorvicc, etc.; furthermore 
thoy contained directives for tho drauing-up of mobilization 
schedules for tho vrriows enterprises, tho fixing of priorities, 
quosti ms of transport and funds, as i#cll as tho principles 

for socuring personnel for the aruraent industry during war tlr.ic. 

In ever;* ease they also c ntained regulations concerning the 
collaboration between the military offices on the one hand and 
tho civilian authorities and tho industry on tho other. 

3. ) As example of the practical ncr:; of the directing office of tho 
Assistant Secretary of 'or I was also shown, among other things, 
the work schedule (Betriebskalcndcr) of a largo factory of the 
pcaco time industry in Detroit, the name of which I cannot roracabcr, 
which was considered to bo a model for preliminary work of this 
type in tho industry.

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This schedule contained mainly the Her orders allocated to 
this factory, giving details of the kiiri of war naterial, 
number -•’no dates of delivery, end elso surveys of personnel end 
material requirements, including the supply of raw mr.torials, 
scai-finishcd products and machines, necessary f r the execution 
of this order. 


This schedule had been drawn-up by tho factory ccnccrnod in 
accordance with the directives of the Office of the Insistent 
Secrotary of '.'ar, had caused the factory considerable expense, 
as I uas told, end was especially poirted out as an cxamplo of 
modol collaboration and devotion of tho industxy to the require¬ 
ments of home defense. 


U.) Fr-u .jy participation in the inspection, which took plnco 
occh year at tho Aberdoen training -rounds, rnd from military 
Journals of that time I know that on this and also on othor 
occasions the industrialists of the Unitod States who woro working 
with the army in this sphere, were invited and acquainted with 
thoir tasks. The Journal "/rcy Ordnance" contained current roporta 
of this kind fr a ala,st overy part _f tho country. 

II. 1.) In accordance with tho purpose of my assignment,

III. l) Fr-c tho extont of Goman ro-armament in tho second 
half of tho thirties, n-t oven tho Go.ncral Staff officer working 
in a central position in 3erlin cculd draw tho conclusion 
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that HI7I2S was preparing far cxcod conflicts in the near future 
or oven that ho was preparing a war cn his own resolution, the 
less so as even in the cutucsi of 1939 tho oxtent rnd type of 
aravoont were far froa ncetin" the demands f a modern war. Aftor 
tho end of the Poland campaign, for instanco, rnd cn my own 
initiative, I prepared a mem o randum in which, based on documents 
supplied to no by tho offico of General THCXiAS, I dearly ox- 
presaod my c.nviction >t tho insufficiency of German armaments 
for an offensive warfare against the ostem powers.

This was doro as follows: "e arranged the contracts 
which wore concluded betreen foreign firms and German works or German 
contracting firms. In these contracts tte foreign firms undertook to 
carry out certain building and construction orders in Germany with 
their own foreign labor. In some types of contracts 
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the foreign firms merely undertook to supoly their foreign labor 

for certain building and construction projects in Germany. The

foreign firm therefore regained tte employer of the foreign labor. 

Proof of this is the fact that foreign ccwrts rero competent for 
settling disputes which right be brought ud by the foreign workers.

3) Professor k'rauch lrid down the method of employing voluntary labor 
from abroad in Ger-ian- demonstrated above. I heard that Xrauch had 
obtained satisfactory results with this so-called Eeploynent of 
"irra nothod when the reconstruction of the Opwu works, aftor its 
destruction duo to rn explosion aftor the first ~»or3t* war, had become 
a natter of great urgency. 

Cn these facts I have ©ore to the conclusion that Prof. Krauch was

opconed to the oaoloyrer.t of forced labor for humanitarian and na- 
torlal reasons. There »cs a distinct danger of employing labor un¬ 
der cocnulsion since a lew had beon os3sed in Germany as early as 
1935, according to which all Gomans fit for labor could be comoellod, 
via the labor offices, to carry out certain work.

On the otter hand, I had roceived 
from the individual firms in Germany a total of, at cost, one hund¬ 
red forms of the typo shown in tte circular as breach of contract 
reports. To be fir with, these reports were passed on to the com¬ 
petent GEA authority in Paris, but, since it verv cuickly became 
evident that this procedure had no resjlt whatevor, I simply ceas¬ 
ed forwarding further reports and filed then ir ay office instead. 

Tte firms, which also noticed this, similarly ceased rendering 
these reports to ce on their part. 

The attempt to return to Germany the Frenchmen who had broken their 
contracts, on toe basis of tte above-mentioned reports, was in 
any case net cade by order of tte Gcbecheoie but b> ordor of the GBA.

1. ' Turno ver Tax; 

In accordance with Lrtielo 1 of the turnover tax law, only 
hccie deliveries or production are liable to turnover tax. Tno 
contribution of the foreign fim consists according to the contract 
of enlisting an agreed number of workers for the building sito. ''he 
contract further stipulates that tho workers bo fully capable of 
work, those not fully capable ;;ust be taker, back. The contribution 
does not end with merely supplying the labor. Certain obligations 
are also undertaken. 

This provision of capable workers is "production" in the 
sense of tho turnover tax law. The .leich financial Court laid this 
down in their decision of 24 January 1941 (f.oich Taxation Gazette 
1941, ?cgo 133).'Thus, in accordance wit:, tho logal docinion, tho 
entiro pcy drawn, including the wages received as laid down in tho 
official rates for tho workers is liablo to tumovor tax at the rato 
of 2 tf.

The question hero is whothor the foreign assembly fim 
maintains a plant in Gomany.

Tho 
conclusion of further contracts is under consideration. The execution 
of the Chemical Production Plan is dependent to a great extent 
upon tho exploitation of this possible source of labor, particularly 
when one takes into consideration tho idthdrawal of more non for 
induction into the :*>hrcacht. 

One very considerable incentive to foreign contractors to conclude 
further contracts with fires working under the Chwaical Production 
Plan is that the reports originated by circles of contractors and 
teams of fitters who have so far been rurking under contract to us 
are favorable and, for free having a deterrent effect, are encouraging 

It has been known to occur that the Ccrxdssionor of a Fronch fim 
the production efficiency of iMch is particularly high, has passed 
totally different Jud^ionts on the conditions prevailing in 
two neighboring works. In one works, the delegates and the workers * 
themselves were exceptionally well satisfied with the accomodation, 
living conditions and treatment acted out to then, while in the 
othor torks, complaints were being voiced by the workers against 
coopilsory participation in political gatherings, "initiation" of 
incoming workers during the early days in the factory by those al- 
readythero. Being required to work together "ith Goman-convicts 
on a building site. The long waiting period - in one works, 
approximately 24 horn's - before tho lorkcr *.ras set to work. 

It cannot bo a matter of any difficulty to organize the work in such 
a way that the technicalities of initial employment, registration 
etc. require only a shbrt period, *> that each member of tho team of 
fitters nay cocner.ce wrfc on tho day after his arrival. 

In particular, it can serve no useful purpose to greet the represen¬ 
tative of a foreign firm - as has in fact happened - with the infor¬ 
mation that hi3 cc-opcration is no longer necessary as German workers 
have arrived in the meantime, or to keep tho offer open until all 
preliminary negotiations have been concluded and then, when the-team 
has already been foxned, to cancel arrangements. 

It should a Iso be remembered that it is a natter of the utnost im¬ 
portance, in the cocoon interest, that the teams of foreign fitters 
(team-leader 3 and men) be skilfully handled, that persecution be 
eliminated from the outset and that care bo taken to ensure that

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the foreigners are not in a position to spread unfavorable 
reports at home. It 211 st constantly be borne in nind that the 
foreigners are incurring great personal and political risk. 

An effort rust be made on your part to create an atoDsphere 
of mutual trust betKeen yourselves and the foreign construction 
firm, so that the latter will still be prepared to support you, even . 
should there be a deterioration in their o:n position, as far 
as au>-pou«r supplies are concerned. 

He shall take this opportunity to point out that it would soen 
expedient to examine the reliability of the foreigners, by sous 
nethod suited to the occasion, with a view to establishing, in 
particular, whether and to what extent it till be possible to set 
tho teams to »»rk under German foremen at a later date, »*ien a 
special purpose can be served in this 'ay.

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3. ) Tarif Regulations. 

ThI Reich liinistry of Labor requires the firn lending labor to 
guarante/that the foreign workers employed shall not be paid 
r&re than German workers employed on similar i»rfc. The standard 
of comparison is the wage of the fitter of a German firm working 
on your building site. The firm lending labor is to be informed 
of this wage to be used for purposes of comparison. The Reich 
liinistry of Labor does not stipulate that it be quoted in the con¬ 
tract and it should therefore be emitted. 

4. ) Taxation_ond_Social Security_DechJCtion3._ 

The amounts to bo paid by the forei^i fitter employed by tho 
firm lending labor, in taxes and social security contributions 
are to be calculated on the basis of cooparablo Goman wages. Jhoy 
the vrsge of the foreign worker be lower, it is to be used as the 
basis for calculation. Tho firm lending labor i* to inform the fin 
contracting for labor of the wages agreed upon by tho 

firm lending labor and the fitter, and of the family statue of 
the worker* 

As the firm lending labor cannot be expected to undertake tho 
regular deduction of taxes and social security contributions, tho 
firm contracting for labor will assuno responsibility for these 
deductions, by order of and to tho debit of the firn lending 
labor, without, however, accepting responsibility for the calcula¬ 
tions made, and i/ill deposit the sums of u>ncy in the appropriate 
account (employees* contribution). 

Tho saao applies to the employer's contribution. Tho firn contrac¬ 
ting for labor can, in ao far as this appears necessary, dobit * 
the expenses thus incurred to tho fim lending labor. This point, 
however; is to be laid down in the contract.

As there still appear to be points which aro not cloar, dospito 
the fact that detailed instructions have been given to the works by 
Departuont T and by ry Cctxiissior.ors, I shall again draw attentien 
to tho fact that - as far as possiblo - the contracts of cnploynont 
of tho teams of fitters and construction xrorkers are to bo con¬ 
cluded before the non comcncc work and-aro to bo sont in triplicate., 
v'hon both signatures have been appended, to Departnent T in erdor 
that they may bo submitted to tho Reich ilinistry of Labor for 
approval. An additional carton copy of tho contract is to bo sont, 
for his information, to tho Commissioner of tho Plenipotentiary 
Genoral for Special Qaostions of Chemical Production. 

Tho contract is to bo draw up in accordance with the spocinon 
contract sont to you, :txich has boon approvod by tho Reich 
ilinistry of Labor, and at least tho following passage nust appear 
cocploto and unabridgod: shall 

"Tho foroign workers in cur coploy/fall, ckiring tho poriod 
of thoir employment, under Roich labor regulations governing 
social security and taxation, including Goman tar if regulations 
in forco in tho placo of work. Tho payment of xxagos tc tho individua? 
foroign workers shall bo carried out in accordance with tho Gorman 
regulations in forco in tho placo of x»rk concornod. Contributions 
to tho Goman Social Socurity Schcco and tax payments aro to bo 
paid to tho appropriate Goman officos by tho authorities con¬ 
tracting for labor to tho debit of tho fim lending

2.2 Conclusion_of Contracts:_ 

As a rulo, after the conclusion of tho preliminary negotiations 
in Brussols or Paris, an invitation is sent to tho works concerned 
to send/a representative having full po*.»r to act on behalf of the 
fira, and specialized knowledge of tho nattor in hand, 

in order that the contract nay be conoludod* It is 
advisable - in *> far as this policy is Justified by tho extent 
of requirements - for the representative to tako >?ith hin a works 1 
doctor, in ordor that the irorkers nay bo ganlnod on tho spot. 

2*2 Accoocdation and housing: hen foreign lorkora arc to be enployed 
acconuodation oist be guaranteed and thO consent of tho 
appropriate Security Office be cbtalnod. In tho caso of Fronch 
vrorkors, a spocial kitchen aast bo providod for tho preparation 
of tho food, v*iich rust confers to tho French tasto. If fittors ox 
construction \orkers arc employed in considerable nurfcors, the 
wrkers usually bring a cook with then. :.hon concluding tho con¬ 
tract, care should bo taken to ensure that one or more inter¬ 
pret or a bo sent vdth the iwrkers if necessary. 

Tho French arc to rocoivc a certain quantity of v/ine rrith their 
daily rations (half a liter to a liter). Tho works aro to soo to 
it that qiantities of wine and tobacco sufficient to moot those 
requirements arc available. Supply difficulties which cannot be 
dealt with by tho works theaaolvcs aro to bo reported to ry 
Dopartucnt T.

In one case, insufficient knewledgo of tho language on tho part o 
tho staff of tho firn contracting for labor lod to ndsundorstondi 
on tho subject of tho trados of tho workers entering the service 
of tho firm, and to corresponding errors in tho allocation of 
labor.

In order to neot tho urgent requirement for foreign workers, tho 
allocation of foreign workers of a’.l categories nust in futuro bo 
carried out on a lergor scalo. Poroign firms in particular will havo 
to bo used even more froquontly. Unfortunntoly, I have ropoatodly an* 
ccrtr.inod that a number of plants hero taken up an attitudo in connection 
with tho conclusion and carrying out of fin*' contracts, which rondora 
tho further assignment of fires noro difficult. A noro positivo attitudo 
towards tho assignment of firms will permit us to derive tho largest 
benofit from this labor-procuring source. 

Ao a result of tho experience gained hitherto, tho following points nust 
in futuro bo obsurvod Doro closely: 

1 ) C .f_f a r !i lgB_w S -ise|isi 

Tho labor requisitions are oftoa accompanied by ouch low wego scclos 
that tho procurcnont of workers is Impossible in cost ensoo, in viow of 
tho usually considerably higher wogo standard prevailing abroad. Enquirio 
froquontly dlsclosod the fact that tho local teriff permitted in many 
instancos an increnoo of wages,a fact which tho plants fnilpd to indicato 
at tho start. Those opportunities, as shown in tho tariff, aro in futuro 
to bo fully iadica.tod in tho requisition order and not aoroly disclosed 
aftor longthy oxchnngo of enquiries and negotiations. 

Moreover, tho reduction of food rations Increases the laportenco of tho 
wngo scale. It is, thorofore, to be investigated, ovon during tho 
operation, whether noro opportunities for tho raising of wages cannot 
bo created by the establishment of a wngo scalo on plcco work. 

2) AilAiMonalJIoaoQnsntion (.Torroc-inungasuschlaegoJ^ 

Tho rates of additional coupons?tioa (Vorrochnungosuschlaogo) chargod 
by tho foroign untroproneur wero oxaained by tho Holch Commissioner for 
Prlco Control and approved. Consequently, there oxists no good recson 
for the planto to doubt in any way the locality of tho conpensr.tion 
anc’/or of the rates established for it. If tho local Prlco Control 
Agencies raise any objections against tho rates of the conpensr.tion, 
the approval available at my office is to bo referred to.

Tho kitchons of tho 
individual crops, however, hf70 greater opportunities of proparing 
taaty aorls. Soao cooks know howto prepare tho dishos in so palat¬ 
able a ermnor that tho workers oxpress only pra.iso and satisfaction, 
whorcra other cooks using tho s^co ncterl'ls occasion constant 
complaints. The OEployxer.t of r cook of the srae nationality ns 
tho camp imi-tes h.’s often produced mazing results, boce.uao he has 
boon able to propero n*>tlonr.l dishes for his co-nationals within 
tho liuits of tho rations. 

-ho food distribution as bucc sust, uaior no circumstances, bo 
coneidorod of second.-ry importance. It is not pleasmt for workers 
cooing frou hard l»bor to h-vo to line up'for a'long tiad in’ordor to 
roceivo tuoir food.

0.90 for semi-skilled workers, such, for instanco, as iron- 
workors. Anart fro- that, it is also irrolovant, as, recording to tho 
contract, tho workors are to be grouped end paid in accordance with tho 
Co men building tariff. Tho views taken in Denmnr) aro not r.uthoritativo. 
Dr. Sekardt explained further that it was the assignrent of Danish workors 
in particular that causod very groat difficultios, on account of the re¬ 
latively high standard of living in Denmark. 

As ths agoncy of the C-BA in Denmark had itself fixed tho wngos, the 
rate itsolf is a matter of indifforonco to us; wo have only to aoo that, 
from the point of viow of social policy, this cstabL ohmont of the rato 
causos no trouble on the building site. Dr. Sekardt will, howevor, onco 
noro got into touch with the Danish agoncy on this oucstion and will lot 
us know.

I spoke to Dr. Scharf of the Brebeg about this. It was agreed to 
exchange reciprocally th; file memoranda made up to tho orosont by the 
Brabag and by ourselves.

In all events, you should have inforoed either ny 
delegate in Ducsscldorf, or nyoeJf of this fact, in parti¬ 
cular as we are dealing here with aenbers of a French Pirn 
who had been assigned to you by virtue of a contract 
concluded with this firn. You were, therefore, not entitle 
to authorise the Gau labor office to transfer those people 
as long as you did not cancel your contract with the fira. 
It YTOuld have been possible to transfer these people with¬ 
in the sector of GEBECHEM and have the new works take 
over your contract. 

M. MEIER has received a letter fron you 
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in which you give notice of termination of the contract 
concluded with hin to be effective on 51 Pee 1944. Until 
this ;:eriod, therefore, you -a-e liable to pay the supple- 
nente&ry oaployor's dues. 

In ay circular letters of 24 and 26 Oct 194 „ I have 
left open the question of whether or not to cancel the 
contracts concluded with western partners. Vftcr to rial na¬ 
tion of the contract concluded with il. MEIER you were to 
pay the latter the lump-sum of RM 2,000.— nonthly, pnyncnl 
of which nust bo nado by you. Had the North ifricans 
been transferred within the GEBECHT.i-occtor, the new 
works vwu 2 d also have taken over payment of the lunp-eun 
i- question.

I have advised M. MEIER, who is constantly asking 
no to intervene in this natter, to g6t in touch with you 
directly in order to bring about a solution of this 
problem. I would ask you to let no know first of all your 
opinion on the various natters mentioned and secondly to 
i.aforn eje at the proper tine of the agreement reached 
with M. MEIER.

Cn tho basis 
of thoso holiday claims tho works pay tho travol oxponsos 
from tho placo of work to tho bordor. Howovor, tho olaimo 
for paid leavo lapse if tho original contract is not oxtondod* 

If tho foreigner so dooiros, tho paid loavo of tho first 
6 months oan bo combinod with tho loavo of tho noxt six 
months. In that ease tho foroigner io ontltlod to bo paid 
tho travol oxponsos whieh ho saved by postponing tho first 
loavo. Thus if a marrlod norkor (forcignor) goos homo 
aftor a ono yoar working term without having mado U30 of tho 
loavo porlod to which ho is ontltlod, ho io ontltlod to fcom- 
pensation for 2 loavo trips. Thio paymont does not altor 
tho fact that tho travol oxpensos for going homo, from tho 
placo of work to tho bordor, will bo paid to tho worker at 
tho termination of tho contract. After tho termination of 
tho contract thoroforo the repayment of tho travol oxponsos 
for tho final Journey homo is likowlso assured.

When, in the course of the session, 
the erro of tho Eastern workers was also discussed, I 
presented my point of view. Then Herr Dr. ZEPTKRNIK, tho 
deputy of Reich office chief I£E!«D2 of tho DA? (Gorman 
Labor Front), spoke. Ho pointed out thet the same 
complaints ctno not only from all the camps of tho DAF 
in Germany, but cloo from the industrial camps, so that 
I had only confirmed whet wns being said gcnorrlly« Ho 
omnhesized thrt Dr. LEY would trko up this problem with 
the agencies concerned in tho near future , booauso it 
was impossible to delay this matter any longer. 

I then expressed our dosiro that after the reduction of 
the broad ration in tho community camps, that the old 
rogulction of the Reich Food Estate, according to which 
only bread loevos which could be divided by 500 grams 
could be brkod, should be rcscindod. A now decision has 
clrcrdy been givon that tho loaves of broad could bo 
divided by 400 gr;ms.

Because 
of the Hitlcrregiao the working conditions at the Uni¬ 
versity bacauc worse fron yaa.r to year. The pcrsonoll

the universities, bccaao increasingly enoeided and na.zificd 
and the working conditions bocanc loss nnd lees satis¬ 
factory. 

In 1937 it erne to ny nr.tico that profoesor Karl Krauch 
who was working in the Ministry for raw end cynthctic 
oatorials, the lator Reich Ministry for Sccnonic Devel¬ 
opment began to assist science by furnishingthen with 
fund.8. Ho hnew the difficulties of the university labora¬ 
tories and tho failure of the Reich Ministry for Education. 
In addition to neny ether things he was a.leo intaroetod 
in ray .above nontionod work. In autuan 1937 ho gavo no 
great pleasure by proposing that I 'should found, in 
Hoidolbcrg, a research institute and take charge of it. 

I explained immediately that I wanted to kopp up ny 
teaching activities and work exclusively on ny basic 
research. He replied that that was precisely his intention 
and nep kind cf technical work was expected of no. Thus 
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the feundrtion of the "Pour Year plan Institute for the 
chccistry of wcod and of the Pclyeccharide woe brought 
about." '.Then war broke out I went to Berlin end had 
a further discussion with prof. Krauch, because I was 
aira.id that new war-technical work would bo demanded 
of no. He was even :::r^ onphatic than before. Now, 
above all, it was noccesery ta keep basic research 
alive; technical cr even wa.r-tochnical work would not 
be required of no, cn the contrary he did net want that 
fron nc.

He naintained that point of view even when the war 
situction becano nrro ~nd aero serious. 

I know that this p;int of view was very nuch attacked 
by p~rty circles and certain offices :f the arry. There¬ 
fore all eerts of nc^ne had to be used to canouflago 
such generally directed research work, which served only 
scientific knowledge as 'inpertrnt to'the wnr-offort'. 

This happened also with tho work cf many other r..search 
werkors. V.'ays and .;erne were found for instanco to . 
designato cs 'important to tho war-effert' tho work 
of the Nobel prizo winner Profv.secr H~r.e Fischer in 
Muonchan on chlorophyll, in order to tirko it passible 
to piece rt hie disposal the largo funds which were* 
needed for hie fa.ucus work. In reality this was a.n in¬ 
stance of certain party end nilitary circles v/ho always 
watched Prof. Krauch suspiciously being intentionally 
led cs troy. My four year plan inetituto was nothing 
but an institution to give to nc, in ny university insti¬ 
tute, funds for instruments and cc-workers. Tho appendix 
gives infcrr.ia.tion about the character of tho work dono 
thoro. In this etrter-ont tho purely pcr.cotine natnro 
of the work, upon which Professor Krauch and I had 
agreed, lire been ccnfiraod by Anglican authorities.*

Prof. Krauch noro and acre as a. broadminded personality. 

In spite of the gr^at strain af hie work in industry 
a-nd hie offices he kept alive his interest for research 
results and was always plocecd tc hear.

Ho took ever the heritage of Carl 2osch 
as hiolper of science end used his influence in order 
tc n.ako largo funds available to the acadoaic- insti¬ 
tutions fer chemistry, physical chcaietry and biochoristry. 
At the time I he~rd froa a reliable source that thSy 
fimclly amounted to about 30 .million Mark per year. This 
is v larger sun than was at the tine available to Ml 
t^iic tnivorsitice and technical colleges in Gcroany. 
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This sun Is, for G-rnrny, gigantic, while in Anorioa eono 
univoreitics any use such a sun for xhoosclvcs clono 
in a year.I can guess that the figure cf 30 cillicne 
is net an overestimate free tho fret th-t the funde 
coning to ne fer research were cloost double that of 
the ellowenee of th> cheoiccl university institute.

I know that, 
for instance, he had repeated fights with SS Sturmhaupt- 
fu^hrer Dr. Fritz B~ue, to whon I was politicplly 
undcci :-«blo (Laur was tho observer of Krauch employed 
by the no Main office for techncL^Saur) and of the 
SS). He personally ordered the employment, criticised 
by officials of the Reich Ministry, of r n:n-aryan 
collaborator of ny inetituto. But above all he eucocdcd 
in arranging that cany cf cur students, dcctore, 
assistonto end lecturers and

auxiliary personnel whey. at tho outbreak of war, wore 
or were to be called up for service in the ".rood forcce, 
could bo recalled to rur institute.

Ac a natter of fact at the 
beginning rf tho vrr our laboratcrice were depopulated. 
Here Krauch who was net afraid, cv^n in tho face of 
tho unfavorable military situation, to stress tho 
importance af basio rceoa.rch. embarked 'oriy period of un¬ 
tiring work which lasted several yoa.re, IIo onco told no 
that to him it was iapertant to save tho tradition of 
Goman roscarch and thw future scientists through tho 
war. Fhen ho had finally euccoodod in making it poeciblo 
for 1200 chemists end c corresponding number cf other 
scientific workcre (the figure of 5 - 6000 was mentioned) 
to be recalled, the execution cf this action was taken 
out of hie hands.

Professor Krauch has saved the lives cf thousands of 
young people. In this way a. condition remarkable for tho 
whale scientific world was brought about, that oven 
during the war scientific activity was- flourishing in 
tho German research institutes, until in 1944 and 1945 
the outside influence cf tho war brought everything to 
a standstill. Independent of this I have now discovered 
a. confirmation of this scientific activity during tho 
war, fer which Professor Krauch wen such groat recognition 
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on the field of natural sciences.

Mr. TEJ3LE roforrod to his provious talk with Hr. Du PONT rclativo 
to tho proposod building of a synthetic nitrogen and fertilizer 
plant by the I.G. and Standard in Louisiana. Ho again explained 
that tho original c oco lto j nt for this Joint entarpriso was mado 
booo throo or four yoara ego ns a political nocossity. 

Dr. KR..UCH roviewed tho present situation of tho synthotlc fertilizer 
industry in Europe os well as in tho Unitod States. Ho spoko of 
tho cartol arrangonont that had boon ontared into by the principal 
producers of synthotlc fertilizers and tho negotiations ’ith tho 
Chiloan nitrato irdustry. *taethor this control would bo a nnttor 
for future negotiation os to tho Unitod Statos, his viow was that 
excess production and ieports have croatcd on ovor-supply that 
would moke unwiso arri uncconarlc tho building of a plant in 
Louisiana of the capacity that had boon contcsplated. Thoro does 
oxist, however, a potential g-rket outlot for phosphnto fortilizor, 
and it is no- proposod that a srnll plant of not nor© than 7,500 
tons capacity annually of nitrogen bo erected.

to be organized at that timo, and such proposition will then not be 
coTooroially developed by the Joint company. Dr. XR/.VCK's definition 
of this Joint company as a study company soared to convor the idea 
clearly to i r. Du PO»T, and ho exprossed his cooploto satisfaction 
with tho proposal ?s outlined. 

Upon tho breaking up of the nooting, V r. Du PONT expressed hirrsolf as 
pleas-d end wall satisfied with tho discussion and said that tho 
Du FONTS would wolcoco tho ooportunity to bococo associated with tho 
I.G. and Standard in any enterprise in which the interests would bo 
nutual.

This personal contact deepened norc and .more 
in tho oourse of the years because Professor Dr. C. IP.dUCH 
took a special interest in ny research work as his son 
Robert showed synptons of a developing opiloptic illness. 
The new anti-epileptic remedy which I had developed and 
which operated on a completely new basis, was first 
tested on Professor RRdUCH's son Robert and thon, upon 
hi 3 instigation, dispensed to sanatorium 3 and clinics 
of universities.

combination vhich leads one to oxpoct ruch vith rospaet to oubsoquont 
.lorforaancos in tho field of chemical engineering. Horr IS-. Carl 
luiAUCH belonged to this group of cheaists vho appoarod to bo 
"soloct" fron tho beginning. 


In tho years 1913/14 vhon EHAUC5 was ono of ay collaborators, 
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ho conductod, with great teel end skill, various fir^orir*3Qt£ 
which roforrod nartly to tha shading of the aasonla synthosis, 
then in tho stage of dovolonaont, tartly to tho fiold of hydrocarbon 
chonlntry, for which research had not yet passed tho rudimentary 
stage, and to others.

Specifically, I ronoebor the removal of troubloso:» iipurltioe 
(sulphur-and carbon oxide) fron technical gases, tho catalytic 
hydrogenation of organic co^iounds, as wall ns the cffoctn of 
ma;noslun and aluniniun on organic nitrogen comounds: a now 
chonical reaction of onlnont scientific i^iortonco, Which was 
dovclopod by XfijJJCS very independently. 

If, subsequently, I had to reloaee ZfcdJCa for the toko of tasks 
connoctod with the technical ntnagaoent of tho plant, ny rogrot 
ovor tho loss wns nitigatod by tho convi'ctior. that, also for tho 
futuro, ho would do wall, and accosnlish groat things, for tho 
bonoflt of chonlstry. *o a natter of feet ZKaUCH, in the yooro 
of tho rise that followed, took part in inventio n! in various 
fiolde, as r. list of natonts shows: croation of now nitrogon 
fortiliters*(nixed ranuro like calciun azronia .snlpotro),' rfothonol 
and "Xsobutylool* and, above all, (together with Dr.rh.tthifis VJSH) 
catalytic coal hydrogenation for the production of gnsolino.

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Oilrsinating points of XAaUCH's activity arong other things were: 
his work for a starting of the nroduetion of the leuna Worko 
(around 1917) and, later on (1921), the nothodical and incredibly 
epeady reconstruction of the plant which had boon destroyed by 
the ejQlosion at Oppau. In tho Twontlos, when ho diractod the 

Plant and thus was also in charge of ny research laboratory, 
ho usod hie influence at all tlr»s for the nro^otion of our 
chonical-ao well as of the Mo-chonical research work, which soon 
began also, thus following in the footsteps of his •root rodol 
Carl 3CSCR in this respect also.

Aa will bo easily understood, only a few oarticulars of Ka*UCK' a 
activity during tho last docado, have co=o to ay knowlodgo. '.toat 
I epprocietod Particularly highly was the fact that in tho courso 
of addrossos and in artlcloa ( i5uUCH rooontodly ploadod frankly for 

of rosoarch at Universities, and for tho training of an offlclont 
youn^or gonoratlon, all orobloss which woro imonooly ondaivrorod, 
fto ft result of tho blind -'ractico unnrofoesionrl intorforonco 
on tho part of tho Party-Govornront. Thus, for lnstonco, :C\AUCH'o 
ftrtlclo Tortchung in nochochulo and Work" (Hosoarch nt Collogo 
and in tho Plant), Icistigor Illustrlorto Zoitung dated 22 August 1540, 
roods as follows: "Finally it is known that tho trjaondoue taxing 
of tho capacity of tho chosical slants of lato has inaonsoly inercasod 
thoir do rand for exsert personnel. Unlvorsitios woro pushed into 
tho background, lhero can bo no doubt that this 
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dovolopcent is un»ound“. These ero sontencss which in govornnont 
circloa woro cortainly not ftccleinod!

If, ct a lator tics, iaUCfi'a work was benefiting also ocononic-

occnsions that I not Carl JQLJJCH during tho war years, I did not 
gain tho irmrosslon that ho had glvon uo his absolutely hdynitrrloa 
viowo which, in addition to his nrofessional nchlevononto, I had coso 
to approciato in hia >roviously. It is fair to assure that ho 
haid out on his post because he considered it his duty to safeguard 
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the interests of chexlcal science and engineering to ti» last.

In e non 60 Carl ER*UCE is a fanatic, a fanatic, however, of scientific 
and technical progress, a Pioneer of industrial dovolonrunt who, 
in connection with "gasoline froa coal", will bo >raisod ovon a 
hundred years froa now. IXiring the lest docade, in ay opinion, 
ho wes acting ir. such a way as was, under the existing circuastnncoe 
apparently inevitable, unavoidable for a non-iolitically aindod nian 
of his type. Ifce passion for a lasting onrlchnent of chonlstry and 
engineering in the sorvico of the cultural prosperity of mankind w.xs, 
in ay opinion, the guiding principle for the conduct of hie life, 
for tho style and rwthod of his work. 


I, Paul Alwln KITTaSCH, born in 1869, bocnoo first an oloraontory 
tonchor end as such studiod choaistry in off-tiro hours in Loiprig 
with Wilholn OSTWALD, obtaining tho dograo of doctor in 190?..

Dr. vnn K?1E TH, Dr. “UaTEFISCH tnS Dr. ECHiflTZ, with occh of 
whea affiant had a.*ny business contacts over e long polled of 
years beginning in 1927 in connection with sail a t reoxnts. 

So fer -a affiant knew? these individuals soi^ht to fulfiU 
nil legal obligation* un'ar ell ot tri" ccr.trccts ip tc tho 
outbreak of th* war in Septenber 1939, and each rl if.ys evinced 
n dosiru tc be fair on' reasonable in the interprotation cf 
ouch obligations.

In addition, I hove been shown the proseoution^oxhibitsjjo^

I wish to oonment on these os follows: 

According to ny knowledge of the office routine then in 
foroe, I consldor it impossible thot KIRSCHNER'3 letter 
played cny port whatsoever in the KEITEL- Dccreo of 
31 October 1941 (Exhibit 472, Document No. EC 200). The 
interval which elapsed from the date •’t which tho letter 
was received ( 23 October 1941) ?nd the date of the KEITEL 
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Decree { 31 October 1941) was nuoh too short. I rather assune 
that KIRSCHNER's letter was just shelved in sone file or 
other and narked "Superseded ", os the KEITEL-Decrce was then 
olreody known in the shape r draft. This assumption is all 
the more justified, because OKW was at thot tine loccted in 
the Fuehrer HQ. in East Prussic, which involved p further 
delay in the hcndling of the netter. 

Apart fron this, I want to po'int out the following: 

A few nonths before the nonth cf Ootober 1941, I took port in

the drafting of on application .submitted to the Chief OKtf, 
Fcldnerschnll ICEITEL, by the Group "international Low" of 
tho Section Foreign Countrios/ Counter Intelligence (Chief: 
Adnirnl Ccnoris); by this application, wo oined at o 

modification of tho regulations of intcrnotionol low dealing 
with the treatment of Russian prisoners of war. In conSoquonoo, 
I consider it impossible thot Genorol THOMAS, of all people, 
raised objections against the employment of Russian prisoners 
of war in war industry. At thot tine, it w^s rather Reich • 
Minister TODT who was the leading exponent in oil arraonent 
mottero. He visited tho Eastern front sever-1 tines during 
that period, and I assume that it wrs TODT who - bosed on his 
own Impressions and on his knowledge of the manpower shortage 
in German industry - suggested to HITLER to f~ll b;ck on 
the Russian prisoners of war; in other word3, I assune thot 
he was the originator of the KEITEL Decree. 

3 .) In view of the fret th-t I was, during tho war, repeatedly 
concerned with the legal problems involved in the Hague Rules 
on Lend Warfare, I feel ontitled to subnit the following 
considerations referring to the question whether or not it 
was legal to use Russian prisoners of war for employment in 
industry: 
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According to the legal terminology prevailing in Germany before 
and during the war, orncr:ents_Industry - with regard to which 
it is in dispute whether prisoners of wcr may be employed - 
inoluded all plants in which war equipment of any kind whatsoever 
was produced. However, the term "war equipment" means only 
those types of equipment which were produoed according to 
special designs furnished by the Wehrnacht, and for the 
delivery of which dofinite tine limits were established, 

Aooording to this definition, mines, steel mills, plants 
producing aluminum, collulose, gasoline etc., ore not 
armament plants, the reason being that, although they aro 
indispensable for the or.Tjnont industry, they do not produce 
war equipment but only products available in the normal market, 
materials to be processed, or onergy. Even in war time, these 
plants wore indisponsoble for private industry as well, in 
as much as they supply it with its normal requirements at 
the same time, and they were termed "i.’l^{}t3_QS3cntial_for_war 
ooonom^_ond_generol_oconony^ (kriegs- und lebenowiohtigo 
Betriebc). This definition also served for the delimitation 
of tl|t Jurisdiction of the Wohrmnoht on the one hand and the 
Reich Ministry of Economy on the othor hand. Tho "armament 
plants" were managed by the armament comnrnds of the Wehrnacht, 
whoroas in the on3e of the "plants essontial for war eoonomy

In 1922, I t^ok up employment with the plant then 
called Bfldische Anilin - und Sodefabrik. I was enplpyed 
os an engineer handling piece work. In February 1940, I was 
appointed Head of the Personnel Department. In this copaoity, 

I was converscnt with natters concerning the personnel 
of the plant. 

Irj the lotter port of the fall of 1944, n representative 
of the Labour Office in Ludwlgsh fen/Rhine notified me to 
tho effect that r number of enployoos of the plant, who were 
cither Jowish persons of nixed blood or hed Jewish family 
affiliations, would by order of the stoto police (Stapo) 
be conscripted for special employment in tho organization 
TODT. Ho added that objections would be of no ovoil. 

I renenbor thot this incident concerned approximately 
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employees of the plont end that their names were rtiven to roe 
at the conference mentioned above. 

I informed Dr- WURSTBIi of the impending measure; he stated 
that he would try his very best to prevent its implementation, 
all the more os we had succeeded for n number of years to 
retain the persons in question on their jobs, end this in 
the face of strong resistance from the part of the party 
authorities. Both he and I agreed that these men were 
irreproachable people, leading a secluded life, end thet 
part of them performed inportent tasks in the plant or 
belonged to high age groups. 

Dr. WJRSTER approached Prof. XRAUCH innodiately and 
asked him to use whatever influence he had in order to 
prevent the intended conscription of the pooplo in question. 

Soon efterwards - it nry hovo been on the next day - 
Dr. WURSTZR told me obout the result of Prof.KJ?;UCH’3 
intervention. According to Dr. WURSTER, JTV.UCH had opproaohed 
the Hcioh Main Security Office. The answer wrs that this 
noosure was an action taken by HIM'TER effected throughout 
the Reich; for this reason, no exceptions could be made. 
Thcroupon, Prof. KRAUCH decided to make another final ottompt. 
He intended to invoke tho .detrimental effect on production 
and research to bo oxpected from the measure, in order to obtain 
exemption of at least part 
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of the persons subject to the conscription. 

After onother few days, Prof. XR..CCH notified Dr. WUPSOSK 
of the decision taken by the Reich !Sain Security Office, 
according to which A or 5 of the employees in question were 
exempted fron the conscription because they wore performing 
particularly important teaks within the framework of war 
economy. 

When the Labour Office Ludwigshafen served the orders 
of conscription to the remainder of the non, I wa3 notified 
that the state police hod provisionally exempted the 4 or 5 
employees mentioned above. Neither were they oonscripted 
Inter. 

After a fow weeks, the wife of one of the oonscripted 
men informed me of his location. He w-s kept in a labour 
conp and onployed in oultivutlon work. In co-operation with 
the Head of his section, I applied with the Labour Office 
Ludwigohafen for release of the non from cronscription, 
the plnnt invoking urgent reasons fron the point of view 
of production. However, our application wos not approved 
and wo were told thet such applications were useless.

I rn c ohemioal engineer by profession. Like most ell uni eel 
engineers, I have seen strange things hrppcn - in the 
laboratory end in the cxperiacntel development cf new 
discoveries. I hevo hr.d many thrills looking nt whet wes 
going on in e leboretory, but scerccly ever roclising that 
whet I was seoing was indood c miracle. 

To-dey I want to tell you of some of those mireolos. If 
for no other roeson, they may interest you bcocusc they 
ptc timely mirr.oles, mirccle3 without which we probrbly 
oould not hevo won this war. But the most fascinating 
thing about them i3 that they rro mireolos wnich hrd their 
beginnings more then 15 ycers rgo in the lend of thoso 
seme Nezis with whom we ere now ct deadly war. Secrets 
brought to .'mcrica from Germany 15 years rgo by Jjnurican 
scientists have boon turned into mighty weapons which 
to-day ere blasting into bits the very laboratories in 
Germany where tho key to then was first disoovorod. 

I wish to racko the story of theso niraolcs the background 
for our discussion of "Lmoriorn Businoss end World Trade". 
They will give you rn insight into an "International 
Agreement" with which I hr.vo personally boon connected, 
one way or another, for the past 16 years. They will make 
you coqucintcd with tho living rcoomplishncnts resulting 
from the co-operative offurt3 of many men working long 
hours over long years. 

Talk of Oil Short a.go in 1926 

It started in 1926. In September of that year the Fcdoral 
Oil Conservation Board - c Board mc.dc up of the Socrctrries 
of War. Navy, Interior, end Commerce - made a report to 
President Coolidge, 3aying thc.t dmericc. hed only six years' 
supply of oil in sight. 

Jfcybc it is boocuso oil men are optimists, but the of fields 
of Standard Oil Compeny did not egreo in 1926 that rll of 
their country's oil would run out in If34. But when so 
august c body ns the Federal Oil Conservation Board nc.de 
such a statement, Standard docidod that something should 
be done. They did two things: 

First, they went to the far corners of the world to seek 
for oil, rt the same time developing now geological 
methods of finding oil. 

Second, they set out to find how to convert oocl to oil - 
for there was known to be sovcrrl thousand years of supply 
of coal in the States. 
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I was r Professor of Chemical Engineerin'; at tho Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology, end hfd been c consulting 
engineer to the standard Oil Company (New Jersev) for 
severe 1 veers. 

In 1927 I took c Job offered me by standard to build rn 
entirely now laboratory ct Baton nougc, Louisiana, for'the 
express purpose of finding r solution tc tho shortage bv • 
converting coal to oil. By June, 1927, we had produced 
hero in the United States petroleum from ccrl on a. very 
smell scrio. 

In the mcontinc there had been nuch talk in technical 
Journals about how the Germans were using r new hydro¬ 
genation process to convert coal into oil. By this process 
a lump of cod is made to unite with c colourless Ga.s - 
hydr \;on - and tho result is an oil „xcotly like potroleum. 
They had experimented dong this line much earlier than wo 
bcoeuso they didn't hevo much natural cil. In the summer 
of 1927 Standard sont three of us engineers to Gurmeny 
to look tho situction over. Our Job was to dooido whether 
thet process was c sucocss, end whether it would bo com- 
moroiclly prccticol in the United States. 

We went through the plants of I.G.Farbonindustric at 
Lcipsig and Ludwijshafcn. In the United Stetos ct this time 
wo hed made a few small test tubes of this oil from coal 
in a picco of apparatus about two lnohcs in diameter and 
about two feet long. In those Gorman experimental plants 
I sow them carrying out thi3 prooos3 in multiple roaotlop 
chambers, each 7 feet in diameter and 40 feet high, making 
gasoline from cool in tank-oar ouantitioo. This shows how 
far advcnccd the Germans were over us at that time. 

As technical men, we had two alternatives. One was tc 
spend 10 years of ou' lives trying to ortoh up with the 
German* and then go on **rora there. Thu other was to buy 
their knowledge, bring it to AmcrioP, and lmsodictoly 
stert developments hero. Wo roo-mendod to the board of 
Standard Oil Company thet thoy buy the knowledge. They 
agreed, and wo gave the Gormens the ocuivalent of about 
35 million dollars. 

Hydrogenation the hey tc Many .''Irccks 

That was a lot of monoy. And since we didn't want to be 
going over to Germany every three or four ycers, end paying 
a similar amount for seme "new" modification or "new" 
improvement of this process that they might have up their 
sleeve, wo esked then to sell us everything they might 
discover that could be used in tho oil business - our 
business - during the next 17 ycers or until 1947. Seven¬ 
teen years Is the life of the United States patents on 
hydrogenation we proposed buying. 

“But’', they argued, "while your rooucst is leasoneblc, 
whet is tc prevent your using our inventions - or other 
inventions you ncy make as c result of the knowledge we 
will give you - against us in our business - drugs end 
dyes?" To overcome this objection wo said that "while wo 
hevc never yet carri-d out research in the drug end dyo 
fields, and hevo never taken out a single petont along 
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wc C ^°ll' i Srf +Z* h f VC a ° iatent * ca <* <2oi*S so, if wc do 

th < cn !v y ? u c feir ? i3ure." This agreement, 
Incidentally, i s the basis for rll the looso talk 12 yoars 
inter about our having eroeted a "cartel".

" C brought it over to the Stetes and immediately medo it 
rvrilrble te the whole oil industry. Its aoouisition by 
ija^rican interests was hailed in newspapers. In the threo 
years it was being negotiated it was written up on 11 
occasions by The New York Tines clone. During thv next 
five years wo spent $ 15.Gv,0.0C0 in .’.ncrice in rcsccroh 
developments on the process. We found out hotter end cheapo; 
methods for making oil frea cocl, end if .ncrioen oil 
wells should ever run dry the ^nericen oil industry will be 
reedy tc aeke out of cool the gcalinc to run our automobile) 
and trucks and busos end aeroplanes. 

A.’iis seno hydrogenation or-cess - which Germany now uses 
to supply over one-half hor wer-tine uso of oil - was to be 
the koy that yeers later unlocked tho door to a lot of 
.nircolcs that wo didn't drcoa of then. It was this very 
process which first provided 100-octanc eviction gasoline 
in commercial qucntitics, thus enabling - as early es 1936 
the United Stetos end 3ritish :.ir Corps, the Pratt and 
•vhitney, end the Wright coroplnnc on-ginc oonpenics in 
.'•morion, end tho Rolls-Royce, the Heroulos, and tho Bristol 
fcotorics in Lnglcnd (but not the Germans) to ro-dc3i«j 
their eoroplcno engines and increr.so their power for a 
given sizo end weight of engine by 25 to 30 per oent.- 
the odgo in the cir that often accns viotory or dofoct, 
life or death. British cuthority has stated thet it was 
the uso of lOC-ootenc gasoline - first made oonnorcially 
possiblo by .norioc's uso of the hydrogenation proooss - 
in tho Hurricane end Spitfire fightors that was largely 
responsible for victory in the Battle of Britain - a 
miracle not only for the. "many" who owe so nuoh to so 
"few”, but a. ■’lircclc, too, for us hero in ..ncrica. 

Let us shift from fuel to explosives. To me, hero is 
another mirc.olo - the transformation of pctroloun to the 
coal-tar product toluol, the soo-uid "T" in T.N.T., the hi? 
explosive tri-nitro-tolucl thet is used in sholls, bombs, 
end torpcdoo3. 

In World her I about 95 por cont.of the toluol cane os 
c by-product during the pr-duotion of coke usod in tho 
manufacture of stool. Production wes very limited. In 
spite of ell ..acricr oould do wo ran very short of toluol 
in World 'ric.r I, although the uso of bunbs, and high ex¬ 
plosives in that war wa.s only a snail faction of whr.t th 
war requires. 

To-dey Jjnerioe and hor *J.lios hevo huge quantities of 
toluol, thanks to tho help of the very oil hydrogenation 
process that Germany originated. 

In 1933 wo first discovered this applioetion: six yeers 
lator, after working steadily with the War Dopartnent fr 
that tine on, and unknown to the I.G. or any othGr comp, 
the first tank ccr of synthetio nitration-grndo toluol 
ever nade in tho world wa.s shipped from our refinery ct 
Baton Rouse, Louisiana, sixt^on months bofero World War _ 
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broke upon us. 

?r:n c little b-ttlc labelled "Opcrncl 11 

Very prmptly rffctr e lergc plnnt was built for the 
Ordnance Dcpr.rtncnt, which w<.nt into production one nonth 
before, Pocrl Harbour. Since then this plrnt has opereted 
continuously rt over two tines Its reted ocpr.city, rnd 
hr3 supplied about two-thirds of ell the toluol for the 
high explosive T.N.T. used by the combined United States 
.jny, the 'Te.vy, end the Hr Corps f'r the entire year 
1942. 

Vo*re proud to-dey to know thet four cut of fivo of those 
bonbs dropping cn Germany rnd on the torritory ocoupicd 
by Jeprn cone fron petroleum, end thet nost o** then use 
toluol nnde by thet hydrogenation prooess we bought fron 
Germany 14 ycers ego. 

-mother miracle thet I went to mention briefly is a sub¬ 
stance thet many may never have heerd of. Y/o or.llod it 
"Parp.t me*'. Vc obtained this product fron the I.Q. because 
we had insisted ■'n jotting nil their oil inventions during 
the life of thu hydr>gcnetion patents. 

In 1932, two years rftor the a-rcencnt was nrdo.ono of 
our ohemists picked up a sample of this chcnical ouriosity 
in an I.G.laboratory and brought it beck hone with him - 
c. little bittlc of what the Gomans belled n Oppnn:l". 

Seek in America sonc of the non in cur laboratories had 
been w-rkiag for y^ers on a very wurrisonc prcblcn - 
the problca *>f overcoming tho offeot of heat and oold on 
tho fluidity of lubricating oil3. Oil, like releases, 
thickens when oold end thins v-ut when hot. 

Veil, our chemists finally f«und t.mt this choniocl 
curiosity of the Goman*, was exactly the missing link 
thet resoaroh chenists had for yeers boon looking for tu 
mivc oil a noro stable viscosity undor chcnging tenpe- 
ratures. »o found that this substanoc c-uld bo dissolved 
in oil, and that whon a very snail quantity - only two 
cr threo per oont - was added to oil, the oil did not thin 
out nearly s~ nuch undor oxtreno heat nor thicken up so 
nuch in -xtreno cold. 

Do you rone ibor h_w the Gtman tenks bog~ed down in Russia? 
Did you winder why it was that the Russian tanks kopt 
g oinj last winter - why it us that Russian prma.ncnt 
dr vc tho Gomens back towerd Poland when the froozing 
cold sot in, evon when the German communique ©'npl^incd 
cf cold s. bitter that the oil frozo in the motors? 

The Russians had “Parctonc*’, na.do in v ’cw Jersey, U.S.A., 
fren a process originated in Germany in 1932, and usod 
first by us in lubricating oils in 1934, and which the 
Gernans couldn't use because they lacked the ncodod raw 
materials. 

Have you wandered why our fighting planes in Africa oan 
work smoothly at stifling desert hcet and then zeen to 
stratosphere cold cf -55- ?. end still wvrk as smoothly? 
They had siniler ‘'Pcxctcne“ -treated oils. 
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Did you ever puzzle ever the problem of why gun turrots 
cn Flying Fortresses worked cs srvJothly ct 30.000 fcot p.s 
rt 20C feet? They heye been operated by hydreulio oils 
else cede from "rcrctene". 

2very singlo gun firing e shell lergcr then ab^ut 37 ran. 
in the United States Arny end Navy hes its terrific roooil 
absorbed by “Paretonc—treetod oils. Every turret on every 
warship rnd every turret ;n every tank has been swung around 
and its guns raised end lowered by "Prretone" -treated oils, 
thus making their fire power greeter end more accurate. 

Yes, truly a nlrcolo as woll rs the irony of fpte. 

The next nireolc I wont to touch on briefly is one about 
which all cf you hevo hoard a greet dcel during the past 
two years. In many weys it is the mo3t inportant miracle of 
then all - synthetic 3une rubber. 

A basic ingredient cf Bone rubber, cs you know, is buta J 
dicno. Because thoy laokcd cil, the Germans lcemed to 
nrke bijtcdiono *rcn coal. But bcceuso butediono oould also 
be nedo from oil, r pert interest in the Buna rubber proocsi 
itsolf (3/8ths) oar.o to us because wo had insisted beck in 
1929 ^n getting ell of I.G.'s inventions in oil-ohonistry 
until 1947. Consoquontly we loerned a greet doa.l not only 
about synthetic!ubber, but how to .nrke it fr n cil. 

Twelvo year's rcsoarch went into Buna 

3y the tine the Nazi rrny narchod into Poland tho Germans 
had Just gotten into opernti-n thoir first largc-soclo 
oozncrcicl Buna plant of 25.0C0 tons ca.pcoity - probably 
rbout enc-tonth wf thoir war requirements and cbout l/40th 
of our prosont pr-gramme. At that tine (1939) few pooplo 
in Government or ;ut dreamed thet evon if war ovor cano 
with Japan, the Ja.ps would be ablo to take Singapore and 
the Dutch East Indios. Nevertheless, there hed been in tho 
States nearly 10 yeexs of study of the problem of producin' 
Buna from oil. By 1938 Standard had boon conducting initial 
conversations with the leading rubber oonpnnies in the 
United Strtes on the merits of the Bunc rubber process and 
product. And by 1939 five lecding Anoriepn rubber corapaniot 
wore running tcst3 >n Bunc rubber tyres. (I, nysolf, took 
a ample to one rubber c’mpeny as early as 1934. ) 

Tho Remans, under the contract that we had nedo with 
then 10 years ecrlicr, owned a maj >rity intcrost in Buna 
rubber - their own invention. Ikwovcr, by a sottlcmont wit. 
thorn in September 1939, wo obtainod from then p.ll their 
rights in tho Buna rubber proocss for the United States 
and tho British and 7 rcnch Empires, and govo up our rights 
in this proocss for the rest of the world. A few weeks let 
two whole years before we got into the war - wo wore down 
in Washington reporting the new situation to the -rmy end 
Navy Munitions Boerd, seeking their rdvioo 'n future dovo- 
lopnents cf synthetio rubber in the United States. From 
then on we wore in constant oontect with eight different 
agenoios of Gcvv.ra.mont n this problem. Whon the Japs 
struck that Sunday morning ct Pearl Harbour we didn t have 
synthetic rubber in any large quantity, but we had tho 
knowledge obtained by over 12 years of research work, and 
finally -with the help end oo-oporation of Government and 
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many ethers, w6 had get ourselves in c position whero we 
c^uld rieke e start. Und several months lctcr, when tho 
Jr.ps took the rubber of Jc.ve end Sumatra, we wore on cur 
way. The rest of the story you kn-w. William Jeffers, former 
Rubber Czer, down in Houston e few weeks ego, said that the 
United State8 rubber programme would bo a yoar end e half 
behind where it is new if it had not been for that pre-war 
research Stenderd Oil Company (New Jersey) c.nductod, which 
st-rted in 1930, following -ur 1929 agreement with I.G. 

There arc other miracles besides these thrt I have mentioned, 
rll of then powerful weapons of medern ac-3ic that cane into 
bcin in tine t help us win the most important war in 
history against the ovil and ruthless forces dominating the 
very country where the nirccles had their beginning. Thcro 
is n t tine to discuss rll cf then. 


Furthermore, there is mother rspeot -f this situation 
thet I would like to trkc up -with you. Public opinion polls, 
suoh as tho Fortune poll, conducted by Lino Roper, show that 
••ully threc-f jurths of the ;.noiican public is in favour of 
tho United States taking t larger part in w^rld affairs after 
the war than wo did bof-re the wrr. N :t all of the bclancc 
ere opposed tc the idoc. Vrxcj of then confess they sinply 
have n't nr do up their .rinds. .. clv-cr majority - in frot, 
nearly 60 per cont ef all the pc >plo - would oarry this per- 
tlcipeti.n in w-rli affairs to the point of an organisation 
which hr* a World Court and a police force strong enough to 
enforce its docioions, and in which the United States per- 
tlcipctod actively. 


“I oppose cartels" - S.O.N .J. President 

It is inconceivable that the .Jicrioan public wishes its 
Government te go thus '‘cr in international political co¬ 
operation end still be isolationists in the business world. 

I do n^t think that this country can be isolationist in trade 
end int.rnrtianr.1 in politics, ’..c must leern tc knew the 
countries and pc.plo in this w„rld through association with 
then, through business-dealings with then - dealings whioh 
vur Grv^rncont knows about end aids when aid is Justified. 

If we want international cc-opcrrti.n we must remonbor that 
c.-operation is r two-way pr_grceuc. We must try to under¬ 
stand othor countries political, religious, oultural, end 
business views, and they nust try to understand ours. Ee.oh 
nay prefer his wn. Each nry disagree as to whioh ocurso 
is better, but if there is not m understandiw tolerance 
of one mother's views, if there is rny insistenoo on others 
adopting cn unwanted philos phy ef politics or business, 
thon we will again have another Nazi-like damnation. 

In the field cf business, f-r example, there arc lrr«c eroas 
of the w.rld whoro cartels oxist in many lines of business, 
i-icre often thrn not they arc Government-sponsored for tnc 
purpose of protecting loccl concerns frua tho free ocmpe i 
ticn vf outside companies. In some cases the ^voraatnt 
fixes the maximum sa.loS quote ?-r each in others 

the exact price is fixed by Government. This is true n t 
only in Europe, bat r.lso in South verier.•

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If Incricc wcnts its business tv expend in these countries 
- to carry, through prccont ond exenplo, the doctrine of 
.'.ncricc - then --ncricen companies must adept themselves 
not only to local lews in theso foreign countries, but also 
t ? local custom. The people of .'jnericc must understand 
conditions, customs, practices, end lews of other countries 
if we ere to tpke a lrr“cr port in world effp.irs, 
espocielly if we wish to dc so without nrking cncnies for 
ourselves. 

Let no discuss our p>siti-n with respect to orrtols. Wo 
do not consider cur Standrrd-IG Agreement ef 1929-1930 a 
cartel, except possibly undor 'j.G ilbert Montcguc's 
definition, nanoly, cartel is anythin'; Mr.Thurman 
.‘.mold dislikes. However, '‘cartel-, as dofined in 
Webster's New International Dictionary, is an agreement 
designed to control production pnd raise prioes cbovc 
oconcnic levols. Our company's position on suoh cartels 
, was woll exprossed by our president, R.W.Gallagher, at our 

. annual meeting last Juno. Ho scid:- 

“I went to say this, thet I opposo cartels so fer p.s 
our o jnpany is oncernod, in any place, with all tho 
vigour I have. I think it is e bad thing for cur 
coejppny. “ 

This is r very dear statemeat. 

In ordor to holp ..norice f r lulatc e business policy in 
connection with international business ,ur company has 
ann.unccd cortain policios with respect t> world trade.which 
I will repoat here in ccndensod fon:- 

1 . We do not bolievo in controlling production, whether it 
is done by Governnent fiat or by business non behind tho 
looked doors of board rooms. When thore seems to be 
over-produotien it is tho ^noriern way to use science 

' in finding new usos for the produot, to improve the 

methods of distribution so tha.t more pooplo can shoro 
what is bcin" producod at a lower cost. 

..s Justice Bra.ndois once said, "The one final way In 
which we can inprovc tho condition of the worker is to 
produce norc in order that there nay be loro to divido f 

Like nost responsible -.moricp.n corporations, we are 
dedicated to that ^ncriorn wcy. 

2 . We do not believe in combinations to control prioo. 
ouitc aside from any moral principle involved, wo think 
it is folly far e business t? believe that it cen bo 
seouro in such an arren-eiont. Sooner or letor senobody 
is goin; to develop bettor ways to neke the product 
more cheeply end then teke the market ewey from tho 
price fixers. Like most responsible «lnericpn corporation 
our constant objective is to be that "somebody 11 , it hes 
been our experience that a clique which has run into 
the doed-end street of trying tc save its business by 
maintainin'; unnatural prices is the easiest kind of 
competition. 
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3. V.e ere for business dealings with people in foreign 
countries. The jaerioen hes traditionally roamed thG 
fece of the eerth, bringin? beck new things to make 
life better end happier f r our citizens, end carrying 
the gospel of the -nericen stenderd of living to 
people in other lends. The bitter experience of two 
bloody end costly waro has shown that international 
trade oust be increased, plcnned more intelligently, 
node easier, not frustrated or blocked. For one thing, 
everybody seens to egree that basic raw materials must 
be ncr6 easily, nore equitably aveileble to the people 
of ell nations. 

Of course, when ..mericon business men do business in 
other countries they must do business the way that 
country does it. They nust obey the lews of the lend. 

No nettcr how nuoh he nay prefer the way wo do business 
in t..c States, no -nerioen business nan can hope to 
change the political structure of c foreign country 
Just to suit his cv-nvonienco. For example, our Govern¬ 
ment in 1922 urged .jocricen companies to seourc rights 
to preduco oil in tho Near Jast. Wc ottenptod to 
acouiro interests in Irncq. -'.''ter six years of arduous 
negotiation wo entered into an agreement which United 
to a certain percentage our share of the oil to bo 
produced, and restricted our producing activities 
throughout the whole pree. 

In the United Status such e contract would probably 
violate tho Shorncn jiti-Trust- .ct. Tho point is that 
if ncricc was to ~ot cny of the oil of Ircq, ..ncrican 
conpcnie3 had to ebido by the conditions imposed by 
international competition. 

4. .o oro egnin3t secret egreoments. *c think that secret 

. egroononts ere a bed businoss policy, end that in our 

• Jierloan democracy thero is e fundpnontel reason for 

this position. In tho States we pro dodicatod to the 
principle that the will o'* the people shell prevail. 

If this principle is to be effective, it noans that tho 
people must have tho facts on which tc fom their 
opinions. 

It has been our observation that the Judgment of the 
•ntiican public hrs been consistently right when it hes 
tho foots. .ny business which deliberately follows a 
policy of stcrcoy end mystery is vulnerable to the 
attacks of any ill wisher who sues some personal 
advents :e in stirring up prejudice bas6d on misrepre¬ 
sentation and distortion of the truth. 

Of course, there cr6 times when publication of the 
facts is egpinst the netionrl interest. But here 
responsibility for this decision should rest with 
Government. 

* We arc roedy to file with the Department of State, 

or sons other desi'taetcd Gov^rnncnt c-^cncy* copies of 
ell contracts that we make -with foreign corporations. 

If that agency considers publication of the facts to be 
in the public interest, we arc for publishing then to 
the world. 
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Thet Is our blue print for world trede. ..nd when we heve 
won this war, ell of us together must neke world trede 
work for everybody. Only in thet way cen ve hope to 
develop weys of keeping this world o' ours et pooce. 
Swords cen once aoro be bceton Into plow-shores, end 
the niraclcs of science end industry thet have boon mede 
into such ai,ihty weapons of wer cen then be U3ed to aeko 
this -^obe c better pleoe for ell the pcoplo of ell the 
lends of the oarth.

Oberursel o.Ts., born 18 August 1897 in Frankfurt o. JJ., after 
having been warned that false testimony .ould make me liable 
to punishno.it, and being informed that iay statement is being 
ioade in order to bo submitted as evidence to the Ililitary 
Tribunal No. S at Nurnberg, state the folio-wing under oath, 
voluntarily and without being coerced: 

Since 1923 I havo been employed as a technical employee in the 
Hoechst plant, ngerding the remark in vho minutes of the 
neotine held on 2^ Jcnucry 1944, according to which action 
is to be tekon - at the instigation of the I.G. - by tho S3 
against foreigners who do not return frea loove, I state as 
follows: 

Towards tho end of 1943 I fas in 3runscls on business. On 

that occasion I diccussed with Dr. von Jckcllin: (Plonipotonticr; 

Gonorul for O.’ictiistry) tho employment of contractors (Firuon - 

oinsetz) , c:k' in particular tho furnishing of replacements by th- 

constructor?) for orkors who had broken 'choir contracts. 

In this connection Dr. von bchelling referred to tho fact that 

the Plenipotentiary General for Labor, Brussels, was attemptin';
